FORTED.

Necessaries of Life Are Higher--Gther
Matters,

NEW YOrg, Oct. 24. —The Ccmmergis!
Advertiser prints an iaterview witha
Central labor union man on the tariff
He said: “‘Since the McKinley bili be
came a law, not a single report of an

increase of wages has come before the
union.

Buch report: are made at each meet-
ing by representatives of the different
trades, if any increase has been made,
and we hear in same way of any lower-
ing of wages There has been no formal
discussion of the new law at our meet-
ings but there was a general expecta-
tion that the law would L:nefit some of
us anyhow.

The first report of its effect on wages
came a week azo, from a New Jersey
delegate. He declared that in some ol
the Patterson silk mil!ls, where the em-
ployees were given to understand two
years ago that the elaction of a Repub
lican Congress meant higher wages, a
redaction of wages was threatened.

He saw the manufacturers were grow-
ing greedier as their profits inereased,
and the new tariff was working a posi-
tive injury to men and women employed
in the silk mills. He asked for help
for the union if there should be a strike
against a reduction of wages.

Since then delegates have said =imilar
troubles are reported 1n some other in-
dustries on acceunt of the new law.

No action bhas yet been taken by the
union, but it is likely an official opinion
of the law wiil be given if these reports
continne to come 1in.

Jus® now we are waiti~g to find nut
the effccts of the new protection. The
balance sheef is agaiust it up to to-day.
Several unfavorable reports have come
in, and not a single favorable one. No
trade counected with our unicn has re-
ceived a do'lar more in wages in eonse-
auence of the operation of tho law,
while progpective reductions have bzeu
told of at all meetings this month.

Regarding the increase in the prices
of the necessaries and small lnxaries of
life. we bave no doubt. My wife'tells me
that at nearly every store which she vis
its, she finds either some advarvce in
prices, or is told by the salesman ad-
vane s are ecoming soon.”
